The examiner considers the locking 
device of Joao as a opening/closing mechanism because locking device conventionally controls the opening/closing of the 
door.The opening/closing mechanism Is broadly claimed and therefore is not limited to or exclude any particular trunk locking 
device such as the deadbolt trunk lock of Joao. Regarding applicant's argument regarinq the teachings of Kusunoki. the 
examiner considers the latching and unlatching is eguivalent to locking and unlocking..
